Shanghai, Aug. 12. 

Mr. Shigeru Kawagoe, the

Imm invented a padget he calls the 
“brascope” which calculates in two 
minutes how an airplane should be 
loaded; where the cargo should be 
stowed and the passengers seated, to 
avert ‘nose heaviness” or tall drag. 

Airport staffs normally spend as 
long as half an hour figuring this 
out, often with an airliner waiting 
past take-off time,.he sald. . 

One dial on Imm's box of rods and 
levers tells to a fraction of a pound 
total weight of plane and cargo. A 
second shows the loaded ship’s centre 
of gravity. This ‘reading _ tells 


whether the plane loaded is in balance 
for perfect flight. 


If the librascope shows the plane 
Is nose-heavy, cargo may be shifted 
to the rear compartment or a-couple 
of passengers moved to rear seats. 


“A plane flies most efficiently with 
its centre of gravity coinciding exact- 
ly with the point of the wings’ 
greatest lift,” he explained.

Great Britain has determined 

to adopt a more active policy in 

China in order to protect and ex- 

tend the British stake there, ac- 

cording to o survey of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 


The new policy adopted ‘by Great 
Britaln, it is declared, will be mani- 
fested along three lines, us follows: 

First: A governmental policy that 
will not likely consider uny adjust- 
ment of the political situation in the 
Far Enst that would be unfavourable 
to the present Nanking Government. 

Stcond: Direct assistance to the 
Chinese Government in its plans for 
economic development. . 


Third: Increased participation by 
British financial interests in various 
cconomic projects, especially the con- 
struction of railways that are calcu- 
lated to yield on immediate return 
and at the sume tlme increase Great 
Britain's financial stake In China. 


This change in attltude of Great 
Britain towards Chinese develop- 
ment and towards an increase in her 
financial stake there js found to be 
in marked contrast with that of the 
United States, which since the famous 
but ineffectual Stimson notes during 
the Japanese Manchurlan affair has 
shown a marked tendency to with- 
draw both her political Interest and 
financial stake in China, 


Various causes are cited by tho 
Institute as having led Great Britain 
to this definite change of policy as 
regards China. It is conceded that 
the new tendency is in direct con- 
trast with the twenty year alliance 
that existed between Great Britain 
and Japan, which ended, with thd 
signing of the Washington Treaties, 
and which served to protect British 
and Japanese interests in Asla against 
Russian encroachments. 


While Great Britain has endeavour- 
ed even since the abrogation of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance to maintain 
the friendllest relations with Japan, 
it iy now apparent, the Institute’s 


.| survey finds, that she is no longer dis- 


posed to do this at the expense of 
China, or rather at the expense of her 


financial stake and future possibilitics 
In China. - : 


Where, during the, crisis over the 
question of Manchurla, England did 
nothing positive to prevent the crea- 
tion of the new Japanese puppet state 
of Manchukuo’at the expense of 
China, the Institute finds that at the 
Present time she is no longer disposed 
to permit of any Far Eastern adjust- 
ment that would be inimical to the 
interest of a new and stable China. 

Onc of the things has most alarmed 
Great Britain and influenced her in 
formulating. her new policy, the 
Institute finds, has been the repeated- 
ly manifest intention of Japan to end 
all western Influence in China and 
leave Japan us the controling voice 
in the regutation of all Chinese qucs- 
tions. Im other words, with the 
United States showing less and less 
Interest In the Far Eastern situation, 
England has made It clear that she 
has no Intention likewise of clearing 
out “Lock, stock and barrel” and 
Icaving the Far East to the full con- 
trol of Japan, 


A second thing ihat has ‘alarmed 
Great Britain relative to her position 
In China, the Institute finds, is the 


{alarm and hostility reflected in certain 


sections of the Japanese Press re- 
lative to every undertaking or evid- 
ence of enterprise. which England 
has munifested there. , 


Finally, it is found, China’s pro- 
&ress, towards stability and national 
unffication has created on the part of 
British Mnancial circles an increased 
desire to find there a field for further 
invdstment. Recont currency ree 
forms, many of which were suggested 
by the Leith-Ross English Mission, 
and tho readjustment of defaulted) 
railway foans, also suggested by the 
same mission, have kione much to 


| restore the confidence of English Ine 


Vestors and reawaken the convictlon 
that China atlll remaln# one of the 
reat futuro markets of the world. 


Aso result of this new change In 
Dritlsh potley with regurcts China, the 
Institute Onds that the whole future 
balunce of political forces In the Far 
East may iikely undergo a compicte 
change, From a Chinn left entirely 
to the mercy of the Jopanese and 
with a strong teitdency on the part of 
the latter to enforce a Jopancse 
Monroe Doctrine In the Far East, the 
new Britlsh policy in China is calcu- 
lated to protect the latter from thls.

“The future of Britain's export 
trade to China," the survey finds, 
“depends upon the degree to which 
Britlsh manufacturers can success- 
fully compete In the market for {n- 
dustrial goods. Were the credit issue 
is of primury importance and Ger- 
many, rather than Japan, despite the 
latter's low priced goods, {s Britain's 
chief competitor. German firms are 
willing to grant exceptionally casy 
credit terms. While the facilities of 
the export credits guarantce depart- 
ment of the British treasury to British 
firms exporting to China have been 
extended, this will not enable British 
Hoods to be sold at lower cost and 
she will still have to compete with 
Germany and Japan."

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KING'S EVIDENCE 


MURDER HEARING 
CONTINUED 


Yesterday's continuation of what 
hos come to be known as the Sincero 
murder case, before Mr. E. Hims- 
worth at the Kowloon Magistracy, 
was wholly occupled by the teatimony 
of Ko Wah-tak, 26-year-old Ifo in- 
nuranee broker, one of the two men 
who have turned King’s ovidence. 


He corroborated the antline pre- 
rented by the prosecution on the 
previous day, up to the time when 
he hod arranged to mect Li Fook- 
cheung, the first necused, In the 
Kowloon Confectionery on the 
morning of May 13, which was the 
day of the murder.

Au Hing, 37, unemployed, charged 
with murder, 


There hod formerly been two 
others charged with murder, Ko 
Wah-tak, ond Leung Wong, 32, un- 
employed, but both have turned 
King's evidence, and are being held 
under witness’ warrants,

On May 10, Ko met Leung Wong 
whom he had first Itnown in 1935, 
at the junction of Shantung Street 


with Canton Rond, and spoke to him, 


asking him if he had sufficient nerve 
to get somebody to murder o man. 
After further conversation, they 
parted, and ngreed to meet at an 
opJum divan in Canton Road the 
next day, 


They did so, Leung bringing with 
him another man, who wag Inter 
Introduced os Au Hing, the second 
neeused, Ko told both these men the 
made-up story’ of his © murdered 
uncle, and on the day after, May 12, 
Au agreed to kill Mr, Chan for $25. 


Ko then went over to Hongkong to 
Li's house In Tai Hang, but he was 
not in. Ko then left o chit asking 
him to come to the Kowloon Con- 
fectlonery in the Alhambra Theatre 
Building on the following day, 


At this ‘stage, Mro Sheldon “applied 
for an adjournment, which was 
granted. The next hearing will be 
on Monday afternoon, August 16, and 
the case will continue on the’ follow- 
tng days of the week. ° : 


BRAWL AT STANLEY 


KUMAONS IN FIGHT 
WITH COOLIES 


Trouble which had been brewlng 
for some time past between troops of 


the Kumaon Rifles stationed at 
Stanley and Chinese labourers em~ 
ployed on the military works there, 
reached its cllmax on Wednesday in 
a pitched fight. Stones and sticks 
were used and before it was over a 
considerable number of casualties, 
placed at over 15, had occurred, It 
is known that of this number, at 
least one Rifleman and two Chinese 
were detalncd in Hospital with seri- 
ous injuries in the head. 


Police know nothing or little of 
the affair as it occurred In military 
territory, and the case Is stlil under 
investigation by the military authorl- 
ties who yesterday were conducting 
un Inquiry, {n which certain serlous 
charges mode by the Chinese work-. 
ers, are snid to have been gone Into. 


From what could be learned, it 
appears that round about 10 a.m. on 
Wednesday a Chinese labourer sought 
to make use of a latrine in guarded 
military territory and for which the 
contractor's pass hud to be produced, 
A Kumaon guard js sald tu have une 
reasonably retained the pass, and an 
altercation which then ensued bee 
tween him and the coolle intensified 
Into a general quarrel belween some 
of the Kumaon aiemen of the 
garrison and the hundreds of coolles 
who were working in the vicinity. 
They engaged in a battle royal, 
usIng as weapons, sticks, baomboos, 
stones and other missiles within 
reach, : 


Eye-witnesses claim the = fight 
to have raged fiercely for more than 
five minutes before the Chinese were 
routed from the arca by a large bod,

BRIBERY CHARGES 


REVENUE OFFICER 
FACES TRIAL: 


“Two chorges of bribery were pre- 
forred against Harry Richard Major, 
ngod 34, revenue ofcery Ww. 
appeared on remand before. Mc. W. 
Schofield at the Central Magistracy 
yesterday —_ afternoon. The first 
charge alleged that on June 23 last, 
he had, on board the sleamer Wo 
Ping Yee, accepted {rom Li Yeo a 
bribe of $200 with a view to ine 
clining hlm, contrary te his duties, to 
omit to seize, remove or detain cere 
taln unmanifested cargocs, thnt was 
to say, wolfram ore. The second 
charge alleged that he had on July 10 
on board the steamer Fatstian, 
accepted a bribe of $40 from Ho 
Wing, to the same view. 

Mr, M, J. Abbott, the Asaistant 
Crown Solicitor, nssisted by Chicf 
Detective-Inspector J, Murphy and 
Detective-Sergeant N. B, Fraser, ap- 
peared for the prosecution, and Mr. 
D. B, Evans, of Johnson, Stokes and 
Master, appeared for defendant, who 
ig on ball of $500. The case wis 
token for committal to the Sessions. 

Outlining the prosecullon’s case 
Mr. Abbott said; On June 23, the 
steamer Wo Ping Yee arrived at the 
Ping On Wharf about 5 p.m, After 
she had tied up, revenue officers 
went on bonrd to search the ship, 
and among them were Chinese 
Revenue Officers Nos, 110, 91, 8, 80 
and 70. Defendant nlso went on 
bord, 1 don't mean by this that the 
revenue officers all: went on board 
toyether, but they did go on board 
sometime after the ship tied up. 
C.R.O.110 was one of those detailed 
to search the ship.

A Plece of Paper 

Some 10 minutes later, while 
C.R.0,110 was on the Jower deck, he 
looked up ond saw defendant holding 
In his hand a plece of paper similar 
in colour to the one produced to him 
previously. Later CRO. was 
outside the compradore's office and 
heard defendant say that something 
—he enn’'t say whnat-was o false 
manifest, After that, whether at 
that time or o Jittle Inter, C.R,0.110 
left the ship with other revenue offl- 
cers, leavingg Nos. 70, 8 and 01 on 
board. 

C.R.O.01 will say that he 
defendant speaking to the 
purser, 2 man named Lal Kwok. 
Both these two men were walking 
towards the comprndore's office, and 
defendant was holding a paper, 
Defendant went into the office, and 
as we already know, C.R.0,110 heard 
him say. something about a fatse 
manifest.

Defendant remarked that the do- 
cument was a false manifest, and 
sent for the purser, C.1.0.8, on In- 
structions, inspected the cargo books, 
but reported that no wolfram was 
entered in them, When the purser 
arrived, defendant asked him if the 
manifest belonged to him, but the 
purser anid no. Defendant asked 
who it belonged to, and the purser 
replicd that he would: find out. 

Totd to “Settle” 

Iie left the cabin, and shortly 
afterwards, returned with Li Yeo 
and two coolies, who hove since dis- 
appeared, In the office at this tlhme 
were defendant, the purser, and 
C.R.O.s 91, 70 und 8& The purser 
tuld defendant L! was the owner of 
the wolfram, and defendant was then 
alleged to have sald, “Tell him to 
settle.” The purser sald he under- 
stood that defendant was asking for 
money for the release of the wolfram 
ore. According to G.R.0.91, the rat 
mention of moncy came from tho 
purser, and strictly speaking, that Js 
truc. Defendant's words did not 
specifically mention money. 

The purser left the cabin and 
spoke to L( and told him something, 
and on receiving a reply, returned to 
the cabin and offered the sum of $50 
ns “tea money.” Defendant replicd 
jn English and Chinese, “$200,” or 
"TF don’t want $50; I want $200," or 
words to that effect! In ony case, 
the offer of $50 wos refused by de- 
fendant, The purser went outside 
and on returning, offered $100, 
Defendant ogain refused this. The 
purser went outside, and on return- 
Ing, Increased the offer to $150, 
Defendant then remarked that if he 
seized the ore and took St back to the 
Imports and Exports OMce, he would 
ret a rewnrd of at least $200, The 
purser then went outside and when 
he returned, said $200 would be paid. 
Defendant replied, “All right,” 

The compradore’s «Mee, continued 
Mr, Abbott, was on the starboard 
side of the ship, which was stern- 
first onto the Praya, which meant 
that {t was on the side nenrest the 
wharf, By this time, C.R.0.s 70 and 
8 had left the cabin, leaving C.R,O.91, 
defendant and the purser behind. 
When defendant was told the money 
would be paid, he walked out of the 
cabin, telling C.R.O.91 to follow him, 
and also, telling the officer that he 
wanted him to reeelve the money. 

Money Patd 

They went to the other side of the 
ship. to a cabin called the ace 
countant’s or compradore’s sleeping 
cabin. Li and the purser followed 
behind, and they went Into the cabin 
leaving defendant and C.R.O.91 in 
the doorwny. Li had then, or a 
little carlicr, found that he had only 
$120 on him, but he managed to 
collect a further $80, It was in this 
cabin that Li, in the presence of 
defendant . and C.R.O.01, handed 
some notes to the purser, ond .de- 
fendant told the purser to give them 
to C.R.O01, The purser thereupon 
returned the notes to Li and told him 
to give them to.C.R,O.01 himself. 
Li did so, and C.R,0.01 counted the 
moncy, which was mode up for two 
$50, cight ‘$10, and four $5 bank- 
notes, He was asked by defendant 
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{€ it were correct, and C..O.92 sald 
st was. 

They then left the cabin, and wolk= 
ed towards the bows of the ship, 
Running across the ship about half 
of the way between the stern and the 
bowa 1s a steel antl-plracy grille, and 
before reaching this grille, defen- 
dant stretched out his hand and 
C.R.O.91 put the notes in it. This 
was witnessed by both Li amd the 
purser, and both are quite’ certain 
that the notes which C.R.O.0L put 
Into defendant's hand are exactly 
the same notes as C.2.O.01 received 
from Li. Defendant returned to the 
purser’s room and pointing towards 
the bows of the ship, said, “Toke 
away by motor-car, chop, chop. 
This presumably referred to the 
wolfram ore, He and C.R.0.01 then 
left the ship. ‘i 

Taken to Godown 

The next we hear about the ore 
\s from a godown of Mesars. Bodiker 
and Company, continued Mr. Abbott. 
The man jn charge, Chan Luk, will 
sny that between 6 and 7 pin. on 
June 23, three or, more men came 
into the godown and {ald him some- 
thing, as a result of which, on his 
instructions, some wolfram ore wos 
brought into the godown., There 
were more than 90 bags and ali of 
various sizes. He welghed the ore 
In the bags in which it wan con- 
tained und on Instructions of the 
party, made out three chits tn the 
names of Li Pun, Ng Lum and Yip 
Wal, Each of these men clalmed a 
portion of the wolfram ore brought 
in. The chits mude out to them 
hive since becn destroyed, but Chan 
entered these details in his books. 

The next morning, Chan toolc the 
ore out of the bags, re-welghed It, 
nnd then divided the ore Into three 
heaps in accordance with the amount 
claimed by the men. He: then: put 
the ore bacle into bars belonging to 
Bodiler arid Co. ‘The three men 
then came in with Mr. Au Chi-ting, 
who {s an expert on testing the 
quality of the ore. Chan tool back 
the chits he hnd given to the men, 
nnd made out fresh ones showing 
the net’ amount claimed by each, 
The men went away with Mr, Au to 
the offices of Bodiker and Co., where 
he discovered their names, 

Ench of them produced chits from 
the godown, and Mr. Au gave them 
cheques, Li received $2,504.70 for 
1,022 Ibs, of wolfram ore, Yip recely- 
cd $2,001.37 for 1,482% Ibs, and Ng 
received $5,858,382 for 4,3501%4 Ibs. 
The usual price for the ore was $180 
per picul, 

Questions of Law 

Au took receipts 
and entered the transactions in his 
books, Li will say that he sold his 
purt of the ore to: Bodiker and Co., 
and in selling it, fave his name os 
Li Pun, There !s no doubt that the 
man Li from whom defendant ac-

CONQUERING THE 
ATLANTIC 


Experimental trans-Atlantic 
flights, with a view to establish- 
ing a regular aerial service, con- 
tinue to be made, with a welcome 
measure of success. The special 
Imperial Airways four-engined 
flying-boats, . Caledonia and 
Cambria, have both taken part 
in the flights, as also has the 
Pan-American €Hpper TT, and 
all the machines have flown to 
time-table with clock-like regu- 
larity. These experiments are 
to continue with various types of 
machines for at least a year be- 
fore the regulay service is in- 
augurated, this being considered 
a wise precaution in view of the 
varying conditions ° which may 
be encountered once the scheme 
is put on a definite footing. It 
is of interest at this juncture to 
look back and recall that the 
North Atlantic was crossed by 
aeroplane for the first time in 
1919—about seven months after 
the signing of the Armistice that 
ended the Great “War. Two 
Englishmen, Arthur Whitten 
Brown and John Alcock, started 
from St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
and sixteen hours later landed at 
Clifden ig\Ireland, having flown 
about tw&>thousand miles. It 
was a triumph of human skill and 
endurance over — tremendous 
natural difficultics. Their aero- 
plane, a Vickers “Vimy,” was 
the best of its day; but it seems 
to us now a small and _ flimsy 
thing in which to take the hazard 
of so great an’ adventure. Its 
cruising speed was only eighty 
miles an hour, though on this 
occasion favourable winds 


scbrought it up toa hundred and | 


twenty. For navigation, as 
radio compasses were unknown, 
the airmen had to rely on a sex- 
tant, and at one time, in order 
to get their bearings, they had 
to climb about eleven thousand 
feet ‘to get a clear view of the 
sun, For this great flight, the 
beginning of a new cra in air 
transport, Arthur = Whitten 
Brown and John Alcock. were 
knighted by the King. Eighteen 
years have passed, and there 
have been frequent attempts to 
repeat the flight. Some have 
been successful, others have end- 
ed.in disaster; but all the time 
the ploncers of aviation have 
been moving slowly. towards the

You can learn to fly very casily 
now. There are a number of 
gchemes to help the man of small 
means. -I. learned to fly at 
Brooklands with Captain Duncan 
Davis. I had about fourteen 
hours of flying instruction before 
I was given my “A” licence. It 
cost me £2 5s. per: hour. The 
teaching was excellent. 

This “A” certifitate docs not, 
of course, entitle you to fly for 
hire or reward, To become a 
crack commercial pilot you would 
have to learn'a good deal more. 

If you went to a civil aviation 
school for that further instruc- 
tion it might cost you £250. An 
airline pilot will earn anything 
from £400 to £1,500 per annum. 
The average is £600. 

However, even the “A” licence 
opens up many prospects. You 
can become an airplane salesman, 
able to demonstrate your ma- 
chines. You may enter the me- 
chanical field, equipped with 
practical flying knowledge, or 
you may choose the managerial 
side of the business. Your ex- 
perience will help you enormous- 
ly in any branch. 


The best way to do that is to 
be taught to fly. Go and see for 
yourself what it is like up there. 

Flying is never dull even 
though -you travel hour after 
hour in a perfectly steady sky. 
There is always something going 
on, if not around you, then below 
you. 


Recently I piloted a Lockheed 
Twelve from Paris to London. 
This Lockheed is a fast machine, 
It cruises xt over 200 m.p.h., 
taking only an hour from Le 
Bourget to Croydon. 


FLYING in such "plane 
you get an idea of the 
ever-growing traflic in the air. 
On the night back.to London I 
passed the great Scylla of Im- 
perial Airways at Beauvals— 
scene of R101’s dreadful end. 
Scylla was bringing forty pas- 
sengers to Croydon. 


A quarter of an hour later, 
over the French coast, I felt the 
Air Fyance Wibbault behind me, 
nnd then as.I came near to the 
cliffs at Hastings I overtook a 
British Airways Lockheed Elec- 
tra, also heading for London. 

Croydon Airport already 
handles more passengers than 
many a seaport.

A fortnight’s continuous train- 
ing is also required of each mem- 
ber onte a year, At the moment 
there are reserve schools scatter- 
ed ‘all over the country from 
Glasgow to Southampton; in- 
cluding, of course, London. 


When a.pilot passes his exam- 
ination in flying he is given a re- 
taining fee of £26 per annum by 
the Government.

Our own road vasualties, with a 
population of 45,000,000, taking the 
comparable year 1935, were 6,502 kill- 
ed and 221,726 Injured. In. making 
comparisons, of course, due regard 
must be paid to the fact thal here and 


in America, the two countries which 
have the worst records, the propor- 
tion of vehicles to total population is 
much higher than In any of three 
other countrles cited. 


The grand total for all five coun- 
tries named works out at not far short 
of 60,000 dead ‘on the roads cvery 
year and at cast $50,000 injured. This 
calculation Icuves out America's toll 
of merely temporary Injuries. 


During tho first-six months of this yoar 3,018 persons wore killed 
and 103,631 were injured on tho roads of Great Britain—worse than 
tho corresponding figures of last year. etm a> 8

ed, ‘and just about 20,000 injured. 


Allowing that these five countries 
‘urnish GO per.cent, of the world’s 
rond casualties between them, which 
scems a very falr estimate, it appears 
that every year at least 100,000 pco~

RIGHT. 
HAND 
ORLEFT? 


By Robert Kingman, MLD., 


TAMMERING can be far more than 
an embarrassing defect, it can be 
a dangerous and even fatal handlenp. 

A good deal has becn written about 
the relationship between ‘stammering 
and left-handedness, and the public 
is coming to know that doctors be- 
lieve there fs a connection between 
the two. 

Left-handedness, however, is only 
half the story. Stammering depends 
not on left-handedness, but on a right- 
sided brain, which is n cause both of 
left-handedness and of the speech 
defect. : 

Ninety-six in every hundred of us 
have left-sided brains, and persons 
with left-sided bralns ore always 
right-handed. The minority, four in 
every hundred, are ‘born with right- 
sided brains and are left-handed. - 

This curlous cross-mechanism | ap- 
plies to most of the functlons of the 
body that right brain governing the 
movements and receiving the sen- 
satlons of the left side of the body, 
while the left brain does the same for 
the right side. : 

To facilitate this crossing the 
human brain Is divided Into two 
parts, or hemispheres, commonly call- 


ed right or left brains, ench on exact [- 


replica in reversed pattern of the 
other, like the left and right of a 
palr of gloves. .

One side habitually takes the lead 
in Initinting ideas and movements; 
the other follow and nssist. I¢ there 
were no rule nbout leadership, and 
both tried to dominate nt once, 
disaster would result In the body ns 
surely ns It does in the firm or 
family where tivo members try to 
fovern at the same time, 

Imagine the confusion that would 
result if one hemisphere fave the 
order to go downstairs at the same 
time that the other gave the order to 
go up! . 

In certain circumstances the two 
sides of the brain do try to dominate 
in this way at tho same time, und 
the Internal confuslon that results is 
seen outwardly in the hesitation of 
speech that we call stammering. 

This happens when a naturally 
right-brained person has been forced, 
by changing from left-handedness to 
right-handedness, to change leader- 
ship to the left brain. 

If he tries to tale when nervous or 
excited, training says that the left 
brain should control the words, but 
Nature sees a chance to reassert her- 
self, and Insists that the right brain 
take its natural lead, 

While the two hemispheres see-saw 
against one another for nu decision as 
to which shall dominate, the ine 
dividual  splutters und stammers. 
Finally, the re-establishment of co- 
ordinated speech shows that one or 
the other side of the brain has gain- 
ed the upper hand. re: 

But, you may object, some right- 
handed persons do stammer. True, 
but they are naturally and mentally 
left-handed Just the same. That Is, 
they started off by being left-handed 
and right-brained, and their right 
brain {5 still dominant, or trying to 
be, even | if they “have apparently 
learned to be more skilful with the 
right hand than the Ieft. 


Mental Left-Handedness 
a 


\ Some babies, born left-handed into 
a world where, everything is adapted 
to the right hand, and where the 
majority, are right-handed, discard 
their outward preference for the ‘left 
hand before, it is even noticed. But 
while physical left-handedness can be 
reversed, mental left-handedness can- 
not. This fact explains the anomaly 
of the right-handed stammerers. 
Here is an illustration which shows 
what really happens in cases that 
cense being physically left-handed but 
continue to be mentally left-handed. 
A boy used his ieft hand for the 
first two years in school. In the 
third grade the tencher Insisted-on the 
use of the right hand. The change 
was enforced at home with knife and 
fork and other activities. The boy 
began stuttering In his fourth year, 
and continued it until his first year 
at college. . 
At this time the boy, considered. 
himself and+was considered by others 
to be completely right-handed. When 
he wrt given the special tests which 
are applied to doubtful cases, how- 
ever, it was found among other things 
that, in spite of his nine years of writ- 
ing with the right hand, he still had 
much greater facility with his left. 
When he used the latter his letters 
were better formed and more rapidly 
mide, while what he wrote was of 
higher quality both in content and 
grammatical construction, The spel- 
ling, was olso better. The unnatural 
leadership of the left brain which had 
been foreed upon him was cramping 
hls style ns well as his speech.

Chil- 
dren are being allowed se the 
hand which comes naturally to them.

Moore-Brabazon’s 
Confession 


FLYING NOT SAFER 
THAN 20 YEARS AGO 


IEUT.-Col. Moore-Brabazun, M.P., 

holder of the first. flying certl- 
fleute, nnd the first Engllshman to fly 
In England, addressing the Royal 
Empire Society Summer School, at 
Oxford made the confession: 


“L loathe going up In an aeroplane.” 

“As somebody who loathes going up 
tn on acroplane more than anything 
in the world," he remarked, “I shall 
never be happy in the afr until-T know 
I am being driven by a Diesel engine, 
pnd not by that miserable stu 
petrol, . 

“Petrot is the most dangerous, the 
most wretched form of fuel ever 
mide. Many times there have been 
alr acetdents which should not in any 
way have been serious, where, at the 
most, one might ‘get brulsed, yet duc 
to the presence ‘of petrol, these quite 
trivial accidents in a few seconds 
have become bonfires. 


“Aviation is quite. dangerous 
enough without petrol. We have done 


away with petrol in "buses and in 


ships. There Js no reason for the 
retentlon of petrot in neroplanes at 
all, except that from the military side 
of aeronautics all that Is required 1s 
performance, and petrol gives per- 
formance.” 


Licutenant-Colonel Moore-Braba- 
zon strongly urged the introduction of 
Dicsel engines into commercial fly- 
ing, and sald that this type of aircraft 
would force Itself on the world in 
long range fights. 


AGAINST TRAVEL BY. AIR 


On the questjon of whether the 
present form of ‘ying would become 
popular with the average man and 
syoman for everyday travel, Licut- 
enant-Colonel Moore-Brabazon ask- 
ed: “Are you and I and our children 
ever foing to fly? My feeling is to 
sny ‘No,’ 


“To-day we have got practically 
only one type of aeroplane, and 1 do 
not think Jt is much safer than at 
was 20 years ago, I do not believe 
that a form of transport is going to 
become really popular In which, whe 
you make quite a slight mistake, you 
go straight to the cemetery, 


“If everyone started fying, and if 
every time a mistake was made thot 
would be the case, so to speak, of 
‘good-night, nurse!’ then the popula- 
tlon would become very small.’ I do 
not agree, for one moment, that the 
acroplane $s becoming more and more 
the private man's mode of progres- 
sion,”

It was announce d by Military Headquarters in Hongkong this 
morning that the 2nd Battalion of the Royal Welsh ‘Fusiliers is 
standing by in readiness to proceed to Shanghai, if necessary.

The Japanese Naval Landing Party headquarters | 


announced the first clash between bluejackets and 
Central Government troops at 9.15 a.m. to-day, at the 
corner of Poashan and Wangping Roads, Chapei. 

The offices of the Mayor of Shanghai issued a state- 
ment that a Japanese patrol had attacked the Chinese 
positions near Paoshan and Wangping Road corner, a 
few minutes later. The Chinese claim the Japanese 
charged across the railway tracks, but that the Chinese 
troops stood firm behind their sandbags. “Fighting was 
continuing at 10 a.m. 

. Another Sino-Japanese clash occurred at the 
Tientungnan railway station, near the Japanese Landing 
Party, headquarters, and a third in East-Paoshing Road, 
off North Szechuen Road, simultaneously with the 
Paoshan-Wangping Road fight. 


All three of t outbreaks oc) the main bodies of armed men are 
curred in Chinese terri quiet. 

The first aerial activity occurred 
about noon when a Chinese plane took 
off and briefly reconnoitred over the 
positions north of Shanghai. The 
Japanese did not fire on the machine. 

A barricade stretches across the 
Whangpoo River now. Moving hastil> 
and quite unexpectedly Jast night, 
the Chinese authorities towed Into 
position two old steamers and ten sen- 
Rolng junks and thus created a boom 
defence between Nantao and the-Poo- 
tung foreshore.

San Francisco, Cal., 
Great Britain has determined 
to adopt a more active policy in 
China in order to protect and ex-, 
tend tho British stake there, ac- 
cording to a survey of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 


The new policy adopted by Great 
Britain, it is declared, will be manio 
fested along three lines, as follows: 

First: A yovernmental Policy that 
will not likely consider any adjust- 
ment of the political situation In the 
Far East that would be unfavourable 
to the present Nanking Government. 

Second: Direct assistance to the 
Chinese Government in its plans for 
economic development, > 


Third: Increased participation by 
British fnancial interests in various 
cconomle projects, especially the con. 
struction of railways that are caleu- 
Iated to yield an immediate return 
and at the same time increase Great 
Britain’s nancial stake in China, 


Britain towards Chinese . develop- 
ment and towards an increase In her 
Anancial stake there is found to be 
in marked contrast with ‘that of the 
United States, which since the famous 
but.ineffectual Stimson notes during 
the Japanese Manchurlan affalr has 
shown a marked tendency to. with- 
draw both her political interest and 
Qnancial stake in China. 


Various causes are cited, by tho 
Institute as having Ied .Great Britain 
to this definite change’ of policy as 
regards China. It is conceded that 
the new tendency {y-in direct con- 
trast with the twenty year alliance 
that existed between Great Britain 
and Japan, which ended, with thd 
signing of the Washington Treaties,

While Great Britain has endéavour- 
ed even since the abrogation of the

It is now apparent, the Institute’s

CONQUERING THE 
ATLANTIC 


Experimental trans-Atlantic 
flights, with a view to establish- 
ing a regular acrial service, con- 
tinue to be made, with a welcome 
measure of success. The special 
Imperial Airways four-engined 
flying-boats, Caledonia and 
Cambria, have both taken purt 
in the flights, as also has the 
Pan-American Clipper IU, and 
all the machines have flown to 
time-table with clock-like regu- 
larity, These experiments are 
to continue with various types of 
machines for at least a year be- 
fore the regular service {s in- 
augurated, this being considered 
a wise precaution in view of the 
varying conditions which may 
be encountered once ‘the scheme 
is put on a definite footing. It 
is of interest at this juncture to 
look back and recall _ that the 
North Atlantic was crossed by 
neroplane for the, first time in 
1919—about seven months after 
the signing of the Armistice that 
ended the Great War. Two 
Englishmen, Arthur - Whitten 
Brown and John Alcock, started 
from St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
and sixteen hours later lunded at 
Clifden in Ireland, having flown 
about two thousand miles. It 
was a triumph of human skill and 
endurance — over tremendous 
natural difficulties. Their nero- 
plane, a Vickers’ “Vimy,” was 
the best of ita day; but it scems 
to us now a small and flimsy 
thing in which to take the hazard 
of so great an adventure. Its 
cruising speed was only eighty 
miles an hour, though. on this 
occasion. favourable winds 
brought it up to a hundred and 
twenty. . For navigation, a8 
radio compasses were unknown, 
the nirmen had to rely on & sex- 
tant, and at one time, in order 
to get their bearings, they had 
to climb about cleven thousand 
feet ‘td get a clear view of the 
sun. For this great flight, the 
beginning of a new era in air 
transport, rthur Whitten 
Brown and John. Alcock were 
knighted -by the King. Eighteen 
years. have passed, and ! there 
have beon frequent attempts to 
repeat tho flight. Some. have 
been successful, others have ond- 
cd fn disaster; but all the time 
the pioneers of “ aviation have 
been moving slowly towards the

I had about fourteen 
hours of flying instruction before 
I was given my “A” licence, It 
cost me £2 6s. per hour. The 
teaching was excellent. 

This “A" certificate docs not, 
of course, entitle you to fly for 
hire or reward, To become a 
crack commercial pilot you would 
have to learn a good deal more. 

If you went to a civil aviation 
school for that further instruc- 
tion it might cost you £260. An 
airline pilot will earn anything 
from £400 to £1,500 per annum. 
The average is £600. : 

However, even the “A” licence

enn become an airplane salésman, 
able to demonstrate your ma- 
chines. You may enter the me- 
chanical field, equipped with 
practical flying knowledge, or 
you may choose the managerial 
side of the business. . Your ex- 
perience will help you cnormous- 
ly in any branch. : 


. pE you are willing to do 
your country some ser- 
vice your flying instruction need 
cost you nothing at all, except 
your own time. 
The R.A.F. have just started a 
volunteer reserve. To qualify a 


~candidate ‘must be of good phy- 
sique and between the ages of 18 - 


and 26. He must attend his 
local reserve airfield every alter- 
nate week-end for flying instruc- 
tion and a night class once a 
week in his local town centre. 


ber once a year. At the moment 
there are reservo schools scattcr- 
ed all over tho country from 
Glasgow to Southampton; in- 
cluding, of course, London. 


When a pilot passes his exam- 
ination in flying he is given a re- 
taining feo of £26 per annum! by 
the Government. The medical 
standard required for the reserve 
is high. 


If you are fit enough to get 
into the reserve you will be fit 
enough to get a commercial 
pilot’s licende. At one reserve 
school on the const thirty-two 
candidates applied, two were con- 
sidered unsuitable, the remaind- 
er went up for medical examina- 
tion. Seven out of the thirty 
were accepted. 


I your spare time is

RIGHT 
HAND 
ORLEFT? 


By Robert Kingman, M.D. 


TAMMERING can be far more than 
an embarrassing defect; It can be 
a dangerous and even fatal handicap. 

A good deal has been written about 
the relatlonship belween stammering 
and left-handedness, ‘and the public 
Is coming to know that doctors be- 
Neve there {s n connection belween 
the two. : 

Left-handcdness, however, Is only 
half the story. .Stammering depends 
not on left-handedness, but on a right. 
sided brain, which is a cause both. of 
left-handedness and of the - speech 
defect. % : 

Ninety-six in every hundred of us 
have left-sided brains, and persons 
with left-sided brains are always 
right-handed. The minority, four in 
every: hundred, are born with right- 
elded brains and are left-handed. 

This curious cross-mechonism — ap- 

ies to most of the functions of the 
Boay that right brain governing the 
movements and receiving the sen- 
gations of the left side of the body, 
while the left brain docs the same for 


the right side. 

To facilitate — this crossing the 
human brain Is divided into two 
parts, or hemlspheres, commonly call- 
ed right or left brains, ench on exact 
replica in reversed pattern of the 
other, like the left ond, right of a 
pair of gloves.

One side habltuntly takes the lend 
in Initiating Ideas and movements; 
the other follow and nssist. If there 
were no rule about leadership, ond 
both tried to dominate at’ once, 
disaster would result In’ the body as 
surely as {t does in the firm or 
family where two members” try to 
govern at the same time. 

Imagine the confusion that would 
result If one hemisphere gave the 


order to go downstalrs at the same |’ 


time that the other gave the order to 
go up! 

In certain circumstances the two 
sides of the brain do try to dominate 
in this way at the same time, and 
the internal confusion that results is 
seen outwardly in the hesitation of 
speech that.we call stammering, 

This happens when a naturnlly 
right-brained person has been forced, 
by changing from Jeft-handedness to 
right-handedness, to change Jeader- 
ship to the left brain. 

If he tries to talk when nervous or 
excited, training says that the left 
brain should control the words, but 
Nature sees n chance to reassert her- 
self, and insists that the right brain 
take {ts natural, lead. : 

While the two hemispheres see-saw 
agalnst one another for a decision as 
te which shall dominate, the  In- 
dividual — splutters ond stammers, 
Finally, the re-establishment of ¢co- 
ordinated speech shows that one or 
the other side of the brain has gain- 
ed the upper hand. 

But, you may object, some - right- 
handed persons do stammer, True, 
but they are naturally and mentally 
left-handed just the same, That ts, 
they started off by being left-handed 
and right-brained, and_ their right 
brain is still dominant, or trying, to 
be, even if they have apparently 
learned to be more sicilful with the 
right hand than the left.

The police efficer failed to catch up 
with Encuarnacao, but he 
Botelho {n Dairen, He immediotely 
got Into communication with the 
Hongkong aulhoritics and with the 
help of the Dairen police took 
Botelho to Shanghai. 

There © warrant nwalted the 
alleged fugitive and Botelho wis 
formally charged and appeared be- 
fore the Acting Registrar, Mr. I. Ts 
Morris on Tuesday of this weeks. 

Botelho was released and ordered 
to proceed to-Hongkong by himself, 
after having given a suitable 
guarantee that he would surrender 
himself to the Colony authorities.
